the-state of Florida, most of which may be attributed to the 
publicity following-the Martin Talbert case. Talbert was the 
North Dakota boy who was whipped to death at a lumber 
camp where he was working- under the convict lease system. 


•In regard to that particular case, the sheriff who received 


a S20 :bonus for eve?y prisoner turned over to the lumber 
company, has been removed from office. 
So too, has the 


county judge. The whipping boss was tried and convicted of 
second degree murder. The lumber company had1 to pay the 
Talbert family §20,000. 


But all these,things were only forms of tardy justice and 


punishment for a wrong-done. Prevention of future wrongs 
4s to be found in the new legislation enacted by the Florida 
legislature and effective January l, 1924. 


Krst comes the abolition of the convict lease system and of 


whipping. -Another law designates and limits the punish- 
ment which can be administered ..to prisoners, and provides 
'for more stringent inspection of camp and convicts, placing 
convict guards under bond and -providing for systematic 
county jail inspection throughout the state. Public hanging

The success of the lens depends up- 


on its being symmetrical. It is a sim- 
ple matter to test the lens by holding 
it in the sun and focusing the rays. It 
will soon ba possible to focus It so 
sharply that It will ignite a piece of 
thin paper, from which a camp flre 
can be lighted.
